80 Israeli Convicts Stage

You've guessed it if you no- 
ticed that he’s uncocked his 
wrists much too soon. ‘He 
should be uncocking his wrists 
when his hands are about le- 
vei with the right trouser 
pocket. As things are now, 
over one-half of his power is 
already lost. 

He's headed for. trouble,

Dear Mr. Chairman: 

For several centuries personal 
correspondence between heads 
of governments and heads of 
states has been an extremely 
valuable channel of communica- 
tion when the normal dipioma- 
tic channels seemed unabie to 
carry the full burden. However, 
it has always been recognized— 
not just as a matter of diploma- 
tic form but as a requirement of 
efficacy—that the essential in- 
gredient in such correspon- 
dence, whether confidential or 
public, was a tone of serious pur- 
pose and an absence of invec- 
tive. 

It is in this tradition that I 
reply to vour letter of July 28. 

I consider it quite inaccurate 
for you, both implicitly and ex- 
plicitly, to convey the impres- 
sion that the Government of the 
United States has embarked on 
a policy of delay based on nig- 
gling procedural argument.

Such a meeting will make it pos- 
sible for the Council to dis 
charge its responsibilities tn the 
manner contemplated by the 
Charter. 

As for the place of the meet- 
ing, the United States, agrees 
that the meeting might be held 
elsewhere than New York City 
but we could not agree to the 
meeting being held in Moscow. 
The memory of the well-organiz- 
ed mass demonstration and ser- 
ious damage to the United States 
Embassy in Moscow is too fresh 
in the minds. of the American 
people. 

If such a meeting is arranged, 


I expect to attend and partici- 
pate and I hope that vou would 
do likewise

war left;, after graduating trom 
Waseda University where he 
was active in left-wing student 
circles, he became a well-known 
figure in prewar ‘4abor and 
socialist circles. 

To this day his approach to 
modern union problems reflects 
the mentality and approach of 
one who was nurtured in the 
greenhouses of sectarianism and 
extremism which characterized 
many prewar radical organiza- 
tions who were forced to sub- 
sist in a world of abstractions 
and idle theorizing far removed 
from the material considerations 
of mass movements and the dai- 
ly problems of wage earners, 

As titular head of Sohvo he 
found himself increasingly in 
conflict with a number of young 
rising leaders who were. dis- 
satisfied with the political and 
union strategies which Takano 
and his followers had formulat- 
ed as Sohyo policy. On the 
political level his concept of the 
“peace forces” (the Communist 
world) and the “pro-war forces” 
(the Western countries) offend.- 
ed the neutralist (although 
leaning toward the Communist 
world) inclinations of the bulk 
of union leaders and the majori- 
ty tendency among the. left So- 
cialists. 

Of even greater import to 
many Sohvo uNionists was the 
drastic failure and the ensuing 
dangers that were created bv 
Takano’s union policjes. Based 
upon a total misunderstanding 
of the capacities and limitations 
of the union movement he had 
led Sohyo into a_ series of 
adventures that ended ~ badly. 
For example, he had devised the 
idea of “community-wide strug- 
gie” by which the normal trade 
union economic action of the 
employes in a given factory or 
locality was-to be transformed 
into a generalized political class 


struggle embracing the entire 
local popuface. Attempts to 
implement such a type of ex- 
tremist political action ended 
in disaster notably at the big 
Muroran steel plant In Hok- 
kaido, 

In 1954 Kaoru Ota, president 


of the Synthetic Chemical Work- 
ers Union (Goka Roren) who 
has just been elected as Sohyo 
chairman, led a movement to 
unseat the Takano group from 
their control of Sohyo but was 
defeated by a narrow margin. 
However in 1955, the anti- 
Takano forces managed to eke 
out @ victory by a few votes 
which resulted in the replace- 
ment of Takano as secretarv 
general by Akira Iwai of the 
HaErORG Workers Union (Koku- 


tsu. Rodo Kumiai). Ever 
atop e the Takano faction has 
been gradually losing support 
while the so-callet? “mainstream 


group” consisting of the leaders 

of most Sohyo affiliates have 

been increasing the size of their 

majority and consolidating its 

control of the big organization.
